The new report Provides statistical 
data that could be used by public 
agencies and private individuals to 
combat discrimination，he said . 
Chan spoke on affirmative action 
jegislation and its application “to 
Asian-Americans in a speech given 
last Saturday at Contra Costa Col- 
lege.in San Pablo.

Not all employers are legally 
bound by affirmative action re- 
duirements，Chan said，Employers 
whose businesses are worth $S0,000 
or more and who employ at least 50 
woOrKkers are required to comply with 
affirmative action legislation 这 they 
wish to get federal government con- 
tracts. 

The purpose of affirmative action 
is to give minorities eqUual access to 
jobs and equitable representation in 
different types of jobs，he said. 

He moted that Asian 人 mericans 
are generfally excluded from policy- 
making jobs，public contact jobs， 
and_ union-dominated jobs，Asians 
arenot usually sales managers. They 
are clerks but not receptionists， 
They lab6f, but they're usually not 
carpenters OF painters. 


CRITERIA 


A _ combination of different cri- 
teria can be used in making an affir- 
mative action plan，Chan said， 下 
could be based on the population 
distribution，or 让 could reflect the 
type of clierits a Particular company 
has:- 

According to Chan,“quota'" is a 
“ted herring word.”He prefers to 
speak in terms of goals and time- 
tables. He stresses _ that employers 
have alot of flexibility in drawing up 
their own plan. 

Nothing in the legislation guaran- 
tees a job, he said. But the opportu- 
nity to get a_job is guaranteed. An 
employer cant make judgments 
based on stbjective criteria，bnut 
mnust make judgments on the basis 
of bona fida occupational qualifica- 
tions， 
A foreign accent, for instance，can= 
not be used as the basis for rejecting 
an applicant who is otherwise quali- 
fied. 

Chan's speech was followed by 
w6rkshops on a fiumber of different 
careers， Asians in Social services， 
business，education and other pro- 
fessions led the workshops. Abonut 
100 people，many high school stu- 
dents，attended .

S.F. Building Inspectors 
On Way to Chinafown

SAN ERANCISCO 一 Radiating 
outward in a spiral movement 
from Union Square are two Bureau 
of Building Inspection (BBI) offi- 
cials,enforcing city block by city 
block aparapet ordinance” 
passed by the Board of Supervisors 
in 1969 . 

By next month their serpentine 
path will bring them to the borders 
of Chinatown with its .decorative 
cornices,， Overhanging balconiles， 
and distinctive eaves，curling up- 
ward over the narrow streets like 
long，skinny toes stretching to the 
SKY. 

Chinatown property owners will 
be curling in a seething Yage OVer 
their balance sheets when the two 
citation-prone inspectors trek from 
building te buiilding among China- 
townis time-worn facades. 


Since June of this year when the 
safety ordinance first became 
operative，the two enforcers have 
gone on a citation spree that 
would make the ticket-happy San 
Francisco policemen in blue 8reen 
with envy，The inspectors have 
given the structural once-Over to 
775 buildings in 53 city blocks 
and tagged 654 for an 84 per cent 
aVerage . 


The BBI has interpreted the ordi- 
nance，wWwhich requires correction 
of every“parapet and appendage 
which could be'a hazard to life 
and limb”so that the burden of 
proof is on the property Owner. 
According to a recent report 位 om 
the _ Department of City Planning， 
the inspectors “make Visual in- 
spections from the street or acces- 
sible roofs and balconies” before

Any appendage of a building which could fall to the street during an 
earthduake will be subject to citation by the Bureau of Building ln- 


spection next month .

CHD-funded projects receive 
monies resulting from an annual 
collection in “Catholic parishes 
throughout the country on the 
Sunday before Thanksgiving;, this 
year November 23.

Other San Francisco Archdio- 
cese-based projects slated to get 
CHD monies include Chinese for 
Affirmative Action's Information 
to _ the People Project ($25,000)

of four，of the 654 buildings 
cited, have complied . 
Last week architect Michael 


Johnstone told'the San Francisco 
Planning and Urban Renewal Asso- 
ciation that the costs for property 
owners just to inspect their Own 
parapets and other appendages are 
running from $2,000 to $12,000. 
Johnstone is part of a parapet 
study team funded by the federal 
CETA program，under the direc- 
tion of the Department of City 
Planning. 

According to Johnstone，archi- 
tects and engineers are charging 
$2,000 to $10,000 for their pro- 
fessional opinions and coritractors 
are charging $1,000 to $2;000 for 
the _ physical opening up of cor- 
nices and_ other appendages. Any 
construction that could fall from a 
buildqing during an earthquake is 
subject to the ordinance. 

TAX BREAK 

This week the Board of Super- 
Visors in the Building and Housing 
Cominittee is hearing arguments 
that property owners who retain 
parapets and other beautifying 
appendages be given a break on 
their property taxes. 也 nvironmen- 
talists and landmark advocates are 
justifiably worried that the owners 
of the_ buildings will choose the 
cheapest way to meet the law and 
Wipe the decorative features O 储 
the faces of their buildings. 

For example for a stone Or terra 
cotta cornice ,removal cost is esti- 
mated by Johnstone at $45 per 
linear foot. Reinforcement of the 
same abpendage would cost $350 
per linear foot and complete te- 
placement would jump to $750 
per foot for a plaster or fiberglass 
likeness. 

Building owners, and ultimately 
the tenants who will have to ab- 
SoOrb rent increases passed on by 
the landlords，are caught in a pin- 
cers movement between those con- 
cerned with the public safety and 
those determined to maintain the 
integrity and _ uniqueness of San 
Francisco's architecture. 

The inspectors are now at China- 
town5s door. It is ironic that while 
thousands languish in substandard 
buildings and firetraps, waiting for 
housing-project-in-the -sky piom- 
ises for new housing in Chinatown， 
city bureaucrats wage war on bal- 
conjes，cornices, and the facade of 
the problem .

The United States Congress in 
enacting the 1975 amendments to 
the Voting Rights Act of 1965， 
recognized that the language mi- 
nority citizens have long suffered 
discrimination by being excluded 
from participating in the electoral 
process. 

Yet，San Francisco has willfully 
flaunted the federal ljaw which rec- 
tifies such discrimination. While 
contriving to comply with the law， 
the City"s plan showed no inten- 
tion of compliance. For example， 
the mnultilingual “Notice of In- 
duiry” which was sent to _ each 
registered voter attracted no _ new 
voters as no one not previously 
registered to vote received it. This 
plot was designed to reduce to a 
minimum the number of redquests 
for bilingual materials (less than 
1 色 ) and to persist in Using a single 
language ballot.

CUPERTINO ,Calif. 一 Lily Sung， 
76，remembers the San Francisco 
earthduake well. 

“It happened two days after my 
seventh birthday,”she said with a 
soft smile.“It was April 18, in the 
morning.、Oh，I remember the 
cracks in the ground and the fire 
which went through the entire 
city. 

“We lived on Washington be- 
tween Powell and Mason on Snob 
Hil， We lived in a three-story 
brownstone mansion with a num. 
ber of other families.”Her hands， 


iclutching the microphone, swayed 


slightly with the cadence of her 
Words. 

“When Chinatown burned，we 
went to Oakland.Iremember pass- 
ing houses which were open like 
dollhouses 一 you could see all the 
furniture inside. It took us three 
days to get to Lake Merritt. TI re- 
membet there were coffee, donuts， 
and Carnation milk waiting for us 
there. I know it was Carnation 
milk because of the little red cans. 
To this day,I can still smell the 
coffee from that time. 

Sung's firsthand aceount of the 
earthquake Was one of five oral 
histories by Asian American pio- 
neers Which Were presented last 


Saturday at the“Why . .Ameri- 
ca” conference at De Anza Col- 
lege. 


About 150 peoble attended the 
conference sponsored by Asian 
Americans for Community In- 
volvement，Inc. (AACI) and the 
De Anza College Multicultural De- 
partment. 

GLIMPSES 

“We wanted to show bits and 
glimpses of people who've made 
OUIT history,”said 也 d Kawazoe of 
AACI "Asian American history 
often is at odds with what we find 
in textbooks. 

“Werre here to hear truths of 
how California was made 一 with 
the sweat, blood and-behinds of 
there folks here'， said Kawazoe. 

Spbeaker Phillip V. Vera Cruz, sec- 
ond vice' president for the United 
Earmworkers，emphasized the 
need for Asians to unite， Vera 
Cruz， who immigrated to the 
United States from the Philippines 
in 1926, often stood up to accen- 
tuate his words. 

“Ilook at all of you” he ad- 
dressed the audience, “and 证 工 
didnt know your names,Iwould- 
nt know Who's Chinese, Pilipino， 
Japanese, 玉 orean, or Samoan: 

“We must realize our commonal- 
ity. We must align to get our lib- 
erty, to get what We deserve! 

Vera Cruz believes discrimina- 
tion still exists today. He pointed 
out that many Asians who hold 
college degrees are employed as 
dishwashers，and that the plati- 
tude “Last hired，first fired2> is 
too true. 

“Where is justice?2” he asked, jab- 
bing the air so vigorously his long- 
ish hair swayed with each move- 
ment. “Equality，liberty，and jus- 
tice for all has limited meaning. I 
is our duty, our obligation to give 
meaning to [these words]. We are 
the only ones who know what it is 
一 让 you are on top you don't 
know what it is. But 这 you are op- 
pressed, if you suffer, you know .2 

HARD LIFE 

Another Pilipino speaker，Pete 
Silafan，came to the United States 
in 1927 when he was 29. Silafan 
picked pears in Palo Alto for 35 
cents an hour to help. support his 
brother and sister's education.“It 
was a hard life but we had to do 
the work ”he said. 

Later Silafan moved to Moun- 


tain View where he picked 40 
boxes of tomatoes a day and re- 
celjved 6 cents a box for his work . 
He became a labor contractor and 
in 1958 was able to buy a plot of 
jand andq build a house. Silafan 
currently is a senior citizen liaison 
Worker for the Mountain View 
Community Services Center. 

Yoneo Bepp，born in San Fran- 
cisco in 1905，described his reac- 
tion when he first heard of the 
government's plan to intern the 
Japanese and Japanese Americans. 

“IT didn't think they could do it 
to us 一 Simply because of our 
birthright as American citizens,” 
he said hesitantly.“Italked to my 
attorney who said，'They can't do 
that to you! They can't do that to 
you1 

“But they did.”He paused be- 
fore adding,“We didn't know how 
to fight back.2” 

Bepp described how FFBI offi- 
cials entered his parents” home 


looking for papers. They searched; 


through drawers and closets and 
even Overturned mattresses in a 
vain attempt to find documents. 

“IT was an American citizen. 工 
felt as good as any other American 
citizen,， Bepp said，yet his family 
had to be subjected to the search. 

RAID 

The family had suspected such a 
raid “would take place. “Before 
they [the FBI agents] came we 
Were SO hysterical we burned any- 
thing that had to do with Jaban 多 
said Bepp.“My uncle was in the 
Japanese army We burned his 


photograph . 

“My mother had a_ couple of 
China dolls. She used to set these 
dolls up in the house for the Japa- 
nese Girls Day holiday. We burned 
them too.” 


Bebp spent two years in the 
Heart Mountain relocation camp 


before settling in .San Jose where 
he is a 20-year member of the 
board of direcetors of the San Jose 
Buddhist Church . 

Umimo Fujino, 81，came to the 
United States in 1906 when she 
was 12， With Bepp interpreting， 
she described the life of an Issei 
woman in those early dqays. 

The Issei housewife would get 
up around five，before anyone 
else，to cook breakfast、She then 
would work in _ the fields_ until 
nightfall and return home to pre- 
pare Supper and prepare the bath， 
said Eujino. Only after the house- 
hold finished their baths would 
the woman take hers. 

Finally, she would stay up to do 
the family wash before going to 
bed at midnight. This routine was 
Sustained seven dqays a week ，said 
Fujino. 

Eujino _ currently runs the Man- 
darin restaurant in San Jose.

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Jack Chen Describes Rural Life in China 


By HELEN HUI 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 “Im not 
trying to draw an overly rosy pic- 
ture. ITm just telling what Isaw、 
With _ that comment，Wwriter and 
artist Jack Chen began to depict 
his one-year _ experience in China's 
rural communes at a lecture Spon- 
sored by the Chinese Culture 
Foundation here last Tuesday. 

Chen，bor in Trinidad，is the 
son of 了 ugene Chen, twice Nation- 
alist China's foreign minister. 了 du- 
cated at London University and 
the Polygraphic Institute of Mos- 
cow, he first visited China in 1927 
and later served as consulting edi- 
tor on two English language maga- 
zines in Peking for 21 years. 

He is currently a senior research 
assistant at Cornell University, and 
author of two volumes published 
in the United States，4_ Year 太 7 
Upper Felicity and Chinas 了 玖 ay 
Jmnside thne Cultural Reuolutiom. 

SATISFIED 

According to Chen,，80 per cent 
of China's population lives on the 
farm. Contrary to recent reports 
on the reluctance of urban youths 
to _ emigrate to the rural areas. 
Chen found the farm population 
vastly satisfied with their lot. He 
attributes this to the amazing in- 
crease in farm production in China 
Since 1949. 

As an illustration，he pointed 
out that，while the national popu- 
lation went from 500 million to 
800 million，the increase in tood 
production more than compen- 
sation for it For instance，grain 
output went from 10 million to 
250 million tons -per year，the 
number of pigs raised increased 
four andq a_ half times，sheep and 
goats increased three and a at 
times, and So on . 

As a consedqduence, the tragic but 
proverbial annual “spring famine” 
which regularly wiped out part of 
the farm population was，in his 
words, “finished with In addi- 
tion，Chen said that “China is con- 
fident that it can go on increasing 
the yield”through improvements 
in agricultural methods and jirriga- 
tion . 

HEALTH 

A _ nation of growth and _ health

paintings. 

He had his own house on his 
plot of land，which was “quite 
water-tight and clean.” Clothing 
was adequate. Whatever patches 
one could see were ,attributed to 
frugality, not poverty-. 

Medical care，while not in the 
sense of Western medicine，Wwas 
readijly available. Most of the medi- 
cal bersonnel were paramedics， 
popularly known as “barefoot doc- 
tors 光 了 very commune had its Own 
hospital]. 

Moreover，medical care Was 
“cheap and good.”As an example， 
Chen broke his ,glasses in the 
spring of 1970. It cost him a total 
of about $2.50 U.S$. to have them 


reblaced. He was still Wearing 
them at the lecture. 
WELL-BEING 


“There is a sense of general well:- 
being in the country,” according 
to Chen . 

Everyone was employed. Hence， 
there was no destitution，crime， 
drunkenness; or econotmnic crisis . 

Nonetheless， Chen cautioned 
that all was not roses in China to- 
day.“TIt?l take them a long time 
to _ raise the level of the country 
to Where thewthink it should be.…” 

China has a plan to become a 
modern industrialized country by 
1980，specifically to have 90 per 
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cent of the field work mechanized. 
Also, it plans to bring itself to the 
level of a _ leading industrialized 
country by 2000 A.D. 

Chen estimated that on the basis 
of their past achievements，China 
should be able to accomplish it. 

IMMIGRATION 

Chen considered the possible ob- 
jectives of President Ford's im- 
bending trip to China: He expect- 
ed that most of the gains would 
be in the area of trade. 

When asked 让 让 would contrib- 
ute to solving the problem of ob- 
taining exit permits for relatives of 
U.S，citizens and residents，Chen 
responded that persons like Sena- 
tor Jackson are _ already working 


on it. However，he did not con- 
sider it right for U.S.citizens and 
residents to all try to get their rela- 
tives_ out from China，since many 
of them may contribute to their 
country's .progress. He saw it as a 
question of where a particular in- 
dividual can be of most use. For 
example，a physician trained in 
China in Western medicine is an 
asset to China_ today and he or 
she should not be allowed te come 
to the States merely because their 
U.S. relatives want them here. 
WORLD cCITIZEN 

When questioned on his citizen- 
ship，Chen said he held_ a _ British 
passport until Trinidad became in- 
dependent. Now, hesisacitizen of 
Trinidad . 

While in China, he was treated as 
a_ Chinese.If he was treated any 
differently，it was that he -Was 
treated better than the average 
Chinese. For instanece, he had a car 
at his disposal for traveling “to 
Work . 

When the question- arose during 
the Cultural Revolution, Chen said 
he _ considered himself Chinese. 
However，he said that it qid not 
matter，since to him “the world is 
too small for us to divide into 
small sections.” 

“I would rather be acitizen of 
the world ”said Chen. 

The lecture was co-sponsored by

Chew 
handled the camera and the edit- 
ing and the film won an Academy 
Award as the best short documen- 
tary of 1967. 


“The Redwoods” created quite 
a stir when 过 was released and re- 
ceived much critical acclaim. It 
Opens like a Chinese bainting with 
the quiet and beauty of the forest， 
moving gradually into the roaring 
trucks arriving to cut down the 
redwoods in stunning contrast to 
the opening.

The next project was a docu- 
mentary about Peace Corps volun- 
teers working with the poor in the 
South American Andes in Colom- 
bia， Although the film was com- 
milssioned by the Corps during the 
presidency of Lyndon Johnson , 让 
was not completed until Richard 
Nixon took office. The film,“The 
Foreigners,”Ppictured Peace Corps 
Workers politicizing the peasantry， 
and farmers at their local pub 
blasting meddling Americans. Nix- 
on's new Peace Corps director was 
enraged by the film and 让 was 
never shown to the public，al- 
though NET wanted to show 让 . 
Chew heard that some private 
prints of the film have been circu- 
lated among Peace Corps trainees.

King Productions lost over $1 
million in 1966 and 1967，and

After free-lance work, including 
camera Work in the“Woodstock?” 
documentary and editing and cam- 
era Work for the National Film 
Board of Canada，Chew decided 
that free-lancing from Seattle“was 
nowhere.” 

KORTY 

“TI didnt want to go to 节 .A. or 
New York，so 工 wrote a letter to 
to John 玫 Korty.”Two days later 
Korty hired Chew as film editor 
for a documentary on photog- 
rapher Imnogen Cunningham. Chew 
credits Korty with being the one 
who first gave him a_ chance to 
make aname as a film editor. 


及 ecently they teamed up again 
to film“ “The Music School”a 30- 
minute adaptation of a short story 
by John Updike.The film won the 
Golden Gate Award in October in 
the TIV film competition of the 
San Francisco _ Film Festival and 
双 il be seen next year on the PBS 
network. 

The work with Korty led Chew 
into the Bay Area film scene. He 
edited HEW-commissioned docu- 
mentaries at American Zoetrope， 
the film production company 
started by Coppola on Folsom 
Street in San Francisco. This in 
turn led to the chance to work 
with Coppola on“The Conversa- 
tion .2” 

CONVERT 

Brought up as a fundamentalist 
Christian，Chew，when he was in 
high school tried to“convert my 
Jewish friends2”“They would see 
a_ bulge in my chest pocket and 
think it was a pack of cigarettes. 
They'd ask for a smoke，but DTDd 
pull out a New Testament and 
quote Scripture to them.”He re- 
members persuading his football 
coach to allow him to lead the 
team in Prayer. 

At UCLA and the University of 
Michigan，Chew studied linguis- 
tics and mathematics and finally 
majored in philosophy，a _ subject 
that has buried many a reformist. 
He also _ converted to Judaism 
when in college. With exceptional 
grades, Chew was admitted to Har- 
vard Law School in 1964. 

He remembers a“couple of Chi- 
nese dudes from 再 awaii ”at Har- 
vard, but“I was the only one from 
East Los Angeles， he adds wryly-. 
“TI didnt know what I was doing 
there. I joined an eating club. It 
was the age of advancing social 
consciousness in the universities， 
but we were not being taught how 
to_ use law for social change. The

and Coppola, Chew feels that Cop-

pola is looser. When Murch and 
Chew were editing“The Conversa- 
tion，” Coppola was deeply in- 
volved with the filming of “God- 
father II.” Chew gives Coppola 
credit for “knowing his Own limi- 
tations”and for “hiring people he 
can trust.” 

Editing “The Conversation”was 
a chaotic experience Coppola 
would fly into town，voice his ap- 
proval or disapproval of the latest 
cuts，and 旭 有 y out of town again . 
The film editors ended up juggling 
sequences in the film and recut- 
ting scenes to maintain the conti- 
nuity of the scenes and the dia- 
logue， The finished film is a tre- 
mendous credit to Coppola and 
his editors . 

Forman，on the other hand， 
closely stipervised the-editing proc- 
ess. He shot the same Scenes OVer 
and over again with different Vari- 
ations and ad libs and allowed 
Nicholson to try some of his own 
ideas with the character. 

CRAZY 

“Al directors are crazy、 They 
follow the Hegelian idea that you 
are only going to have something 
through conflict.”This contention 
is not necessarily a destructive 
force，according to Chew，And， 
yes, he wants to direct films. 

Still a reformist，he's collaborat- 
ing on a couple of stories directed 
toward what he calls using“npatu- 
ralistic cinema to work toward 
humanistic solutions.”Influenced 
by documentary filmmakers jlike 
Marker，Pennebaker and Wiseman， 
and by the Italian neo:-realists， 
Chew feels he's been training his 
Visual and sensual skills for the 
past eight years. 

He's married，has a 3-year-old 
son, Jonah, and his wife Barbara is 
expecting a second child . 

“Tm looking for answers，1like 
most neurotics，skeptics，cynics， 
and former evangelists who end up 
doing-what they are worst at.”He 
doesn see himself delving into 
issues concerning the Asian com- 
munity but instead wants to “deal 
with universal characters and 
problems.” 

“There is a need for a change in 
Our values in order to save OUT- 
selves. [m interested in the prob- 
lems and indignities of all of us,” 
said Chew.

Firsf Rate Acfing in 
Forman“S Cuckoo's Nesf- 


eDirector Milos Forman's“One Flew Over the Cuckoo's Nest.2” 
based on the novel by Ken Kesey, doesn t open in San Francisco until 
December 18,but it premieres this week in New York,Los Angeles and 
Chicago. Since East/West has a hard core of faithful readers in those 
cities, Program Notes willjump the gun with a review in the same issue 
with an interview with the movie's film editor，Richard Chew. 


“Cuckoos Nest” tells the story of a freespirited, sexually-aggressive 
Prison inmate (MacMurphy) who thinkshe's outfoxing the authorities 
by getting sent from the work farm to a “softer”mental institution.。 
了 iis anarchistic tendencies upset the institution?s routines and.he is 
matchedagainst the authoritarian, Sexually represive head nurse, who 
accepts a personal crusade to subjugate MacMurphy. Like the shark in 
“Jaws ”thenursespreads terror andrules all who enter her wateis with 
the power to turn their minds to jelly.， Her weapons are electric shock 
therapy andthe ultimate weapon, frontallobotomy。 MacMurphy wins 
the small battles，until he is stunned by the knowledge that most of 
the other patients are self-committed and can leave at any time， 
whereas he can be kept imprisoned indefinitely. 

If there ever was arole tailor-made for the exceptional acting talents 
of Jack Nicholson, it's MacMurphy. Therole needs an actor who can 
be both pushy and likeable, sexually aggressive, but not 乌 0ss，comic， 
but intensely nerve-racking. Nicholson is perfect and a cinch for an 
Oscar nomination, if not the Oscar itself. 

Thefilm is one of the best of the year, but Forman, a director who 
used non-actors in small parts so well in “Firemart's Ball,”concentrates 
too much on minor characters in “Cuckoo's Nest.” A director like 
Spielberg (Jaws”) would have kept you more on the edge of your 
seat by concentrating on the conflict between the nurse and Mac- 
Murphy. Forman has Nicholson siphoning off his energies toward too 
many of the Patients。Also the script downplays the introspections of 
the“Chief.”an indian inmate who is brought out of a self-imposed 
shell by MacMurbhy. The Chief's inner thoughts were a powerful 
elementof the boog and ofthe very successful play based on the book. 
Jt's a dimension iiissed in the movie.

The acting is first rate, some of it by actual inmates of an_Oregon 
institution where the film was shot. Although the film was screened 
for us in a rough cut version, it was evident that the editing by Chew 
and the camerawork were unobtrusive and allowed the drama to un- 
fold， As Chew would say, there were no seams showing. 

e "Lies My Father Told Me”is a sentimental, but well made movie-. 
It'sabout one yearin the jlife of aseven-year-old boyin Montrealin the 
1920.$. DirectedbyJan Kadar, this family picture portrays a clashing 
of the materialism of the boy's father (Len Birman) against the spiri- 
tual old world attitudes of the boy?'s grandfather (Israeli actor Yossi 
Yadin). The boy sides with the grandfatkter，who peddles junk in a

SAN JOSE 一 Afver teaching Chi- 
nese coOoOking classes in San Jose 
for the past several years，Mabel 
ELai has written her first cooKkKbook. 


Mabels Tapbie is a lovely 160-page 


soft-back edition which includes 
many color photographs of her 
favorite dishes. Delicate paper cut- 
tings also grace this volume- 

According to Mrs. Lai, the need 
to condense her recipes and to 
have them in a permanent printed 
form promptedthis project. All 70 
recipes included have been used in 
her classes and have been tested by 
her students. 

HERITAGE 

This semester Mrs. Lai is busy 
teaching four adult education 
classes and one class in her home. 
She offers more than the art of 


Chinese cooking. She shares her 
Chinese cultural heritage with her 


students. 

During the recent Moon Festival， 
her classes Were treated to a Sam- 
pling of moon cakes and the legen- 
dary folk tales associated with this 
holiday-. 

Mrs. Lai finds it unavoidable to 
link the culture with the Chinese 
cooking. She explained how peo- 
ble in China always asK whether 
you have eaten, in greeting friends 
and families. Special foods are dis- 
tributed when babies are born and 
birthdays arescelebrated with ban- 
quets. In other words, the Chinese 
culture is very food-oriented . 

TEA 

So her classes are offered a dif- 
ferent type of tea every Week. Dif- 
ferent sauces and dishes from vari- 
ous parts of China are introduced .

Mr. Lee, a Worker at an aircra 仁 

maintenance shop，has been on 

the same job for about ten years. 

He is hard-working and ambitious， 

and wants to advance to higher 

positions. Lee started as an un- 
Skilled laborer. 

When he applied for higher posi- 

tions, he was told that he did not 
_have the college work necessary 

for advancement, although that is 
not a job-related reduirement. He 
then went through several years of 
night school to obtain an Associ- 
ate of Arts degree. Later，he re- 
applied for the same position, and 
was again rejected. Meanwhile， 
white workers without any college 

training were advanced . 

Lee feels that he has tried every- 
thing possiblje to improve himself 
in ”pursuit of promotions within 
the company. “He considers 放 
about time forhim to protest the 
unfair hiring Practices he has en- 
countered . 

In _ another case， Mr. Wong，a 
Chinese busboy in a restaurant in 
a downtown hotel, had been fired 
in a confrontation with the mana- 
ger. 

Prior to his firing，he had been 
elected as the hotel's employee of 

the month. Despite his excellent 
job performance，he had been sub:- 
jected to constant racial slurs and 
Was USsually assigned the most dif- 
ficult tasks while the white work- 
ers had lighter tasks. The manager 
also openly declared that he should 
receiyve less tips. Unable to tolerate 
the constant harassment any long- 
er，Wong confronted the manager， 
and was later fired. 

The cases end on a brighter note. 
ong and Lee did not just accept 
the ”discrimination. They know 
that racial discrimination in em- 
ployment is prohibited by law. 
hey subsedqduently filed com- 
plaints with the 也 qual Employ- 
ment Opportunity Commission (a 
federal agency) and the Fair Em- 
ployment Practices Commission (a 
tate agency), both responsible for 
enforcing the law on employment 
discrimination. Their complaints 
are currently being processed. 

The Equal Employment Oppor- 
tunity Commission was created by 
Titje.VII of the 1964 Civil Rights 
Act，to enforce the anti-discrimi- 
nation laws. 上 
Title VII brohibits discrimina- 
ition in employment on account of 
race，sex，age,religion, or national 
Origin，It applies to employers 
with 15 or more employees, labor 
unions with 15 or more members， 
employment agencies，and state 
and local governments . 

Under Title VII employers can- 
not discriminate in any phase -of 
employment, including advertising 
job openings，recruiting，Ppre-em- 
ployment inquiries， oral inter- 
VieWs，wWages and other working 
onditions,employee benefits such 
as health and insurance; training 
hand promotional- policies, and lay- 
bffs and firings- 

A labor union is also considered 
employer. Besides being subject 
o non-discrimination require- 
ments in the above areas，it also 
annot .exclude minorities from 
nembership，refuse minorities ap- 
renticeship opportunities，or re- 
se to refer minority union mem- 
ers for job openings. 

Likewise，an _ employment agen- 
ty may notYefuse to refer minori- 
ies to job openings when other 
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job applicants are referred . 

In addition to'Title VII，other 
laws ”prohibit discrimination in 
projects which receive government 
monies. In the construction indus- 
try, 卫 xecutive Order 11246 covers 
employees Who work in projects 
Which receive government -econ- 
tracts. The Office of Federal Con- 
tract Compliance is responsible for 
enforcing 巴 xecutive Orqder 11246. 

While Title VII and EEOC cover 
state and local government work- 
ers, the U.S. Civil Service Commis- 
Sion enforces ljaws against discrimij- 
nation in the employment of fed- 
eral workers. 

Altogether，many laws prohibit 
employment discrimination，and 
many goOverniment agencies _ exist 
which must enforce the laws. 
必 nowing what the law_is and what 
these agencies canm do is very im- 
portant. Workers must be able to 
recognize where，when，and how 
employment discrimination may 
affect them. Many employment 
practices which appear“neutral”
